A part of tills 
is accounted for by the fact that the meeting of 
the I’nlted Hunts Association was held at Bennings 
tills year, whereas last year It took place at Morris 
I’ark .Hiid |>roduee<l $14,7iM. Then Bnxiklyn, Sara- 
toga and Buffalo ooiubiiR>d, curtailed tlieir ex- 
(Kuiditures in stakes to the extent of $91,01.7, whldi 
Was not altogetlier made up by Increaeed offerings 
at the otlier tracks. Tlie eliange in value of the 
Creat It«>publlc Stakes alone almost accounts fur 
tile diminution at Saratoga. llie difference is 
trifling and hardly worth consideration in view of 
the magnlliceiit magnitude of the wliole return to 
owners.

(‘onsidering tlie men that won the must money It 
is .lames R. Keene who conies out at the liead in 
New York racing, as be also did last year. He bad 
no Sysonliy to sweep the big stakes ids way, but 
his Castletoii-bred youngsters came gallantly to the 
rescue after tlie death of that great racer and, 
together with Peter Pan, Court Dress, Ballot, 
.Mentha, Su|ieniiaii and the smaller fry of the stable 
rolled up $154,706 for their owner, a very eoiii- 
fortahle sum, but a falling off fnaii the $228,724 
that fell to his share in 1905. Racing is a profitable 
business to Mr. Keene. Imdudliig this year his 
stable earnings aggegate the huge sum of $547,740 
for his last three years. Only one other owner woo 
over $100,<X)0, this being T. Hitchcock, Jr., with 
$117. .‘17-5. Last year three exceeded that sum, those 
ts'sides Mr. Kccik* being H. P. Wliltnc.v, with $170, 
447, and S. Paget, with $137.:i3.7. Both fell off 
greatly. Mr. Whitney to $87,7.7>7 and Mr. Paget to 
$6*5.258. The inferciKv is that the money was lietter 
and more widely dtstrihuted In 1906 than In 190.7 and 
It is ItMcked up by the fact that the owners winning 
$10.*J00 or more In 1!K(6 mmibered slxty-thre*‘ against 
fifty-four in 1905. Of these Acismntant put James 
Brady high up in the list with $8.‘i.04O winnings as 
compared with $27,205 In 100.7. Acconniant proved 
a much more profltatde purchase to Brady than 
tiiseau. although tlie latter did not do so badly. 
Tlie Newcastle Stable, wlUi Miller’s riding one of 
its best assets, had a prosperous year and tinislied 
fifth In the winning list with a pleasing total of 
$77,240. Western owners figured extensively and 
priifltably In New York raeing, P. J. Rainey ranking 
Hrst 111 w‘innlius $33.-530, but others that did well 
Were the Ormondale Stable, $:41.290; J. A. Drake, 
$:»0,560; George J. Ixmg. $30,010; George C. Bennett, 
$28,190; W. S. Williams. $26,150; J. W. Fuller, 
$24,050; W. Clay, $23,660; Barney Scbrelber, $22,- 
trjo. and C. E. Rowe, with $10,145. 

Last year A. Belmont won $83,404; this year bis 
horses could gather but $42,330. Last year R. X.

EXODUS OF OWNERS, TRAINERS AND HORSES 
TO NEW ORLEANS AND CALIFORNIA. 



Xercheval Is in Good Form and Takes the Feature 
Race of the Closing Day — Shorter 
, < Season Next Year. 



Cincinnati, O., November 17. — Racing In this sec- 
tion of the country terminated today with the run- 
ning of the last race won by St. Noel at Irnig odds. 
It remained for tbe finale to produce the most un- 
pleasant weather experienced during the present term 
of racing. The day was bleak and a steady rain 
fell during the entire afternoon. Despite the unpro- 
pltions weather a big attendance Journeyed to the 
course to bid farewell to tbe runners. Because of 
tbe bad track the third race at three-quarters had 
to be declared off on account of several owners’ de- 
sire to withdraw their charges and as no extra 
race was scheduled, only five were decided. As has 
been tbe usual hap[ienliig at this course, Kercheval, 
at a favorite’s price, tot* the feature at one mile in 
decisive style from good opiiosltioii, which included 
Debar, his recent conqueror. Kcrcheval’s showing 
today was highly gratifying to his trainer W. V. 
Conran, who deserves considerable credit for bring- 
ing the colt around into good form after the trying 
drilling he received during tbe post season. Con- 
ran will in future have the management of the 
colt and race him this winter over the coast tracks 
In his name. The Only other favorite to score dur- 
ing tbe afternoon was Nedra, on which W. H. 
Fixer made a small sized “killing.” 

The victM'ies of John Garner, Martina and St. 
Noel were not over-profitable to the fourteen book- 
makers. tbe public acewding them <xmsl«krablo 
backing. 

Tbe meeting Just closed was a good one frmn .3 
financial standfioint. However, tbe class of horses 
that raced during the twenty-four days of the fall 
meeting w.-.s far below the average. Good class 
was especially lacking in two-year-oM races. Tlie 
absence of unfavorable comment, especially from 
those who delight in shouting thief on tbe slightest 
pretext, is a tribute to the officials who presided. 
They were at all times vigilant, and safeguarded 
the public’s interest in every conceivable way. 

Tonight there will be a general exodus, most of 
the horsemen, bookmakers and their clerks going 
to New Orleans. A special horse train consisting of 
seventeen cars will leave tomorrow for tha 
Crescent City. Beginning Monday the California 
contingent will migrate. C. C. McCafferty and W. 
V. Conran will send their strings there Tuesday. 
It can be safely stated that next year the manage- 
ment of this plant will curtail the combined meet- 
ings to probably sixty days, tbe new plant to be 
built at Pittsburg filling in the gap with a meet- 
ing of forty-five days. 

Starter Holtman will leave for Los Angeles next 
Tuesday where he will do the starting. Judge 
Price will probably spend the winter at Magnulbi 
Springs, near Mobile, Ala. He left tonight for his 
home in Louisville. 

Frank Garrett purehased today from J. McDonald 
the two-year-old filly Floss S., for a reported price 
of $800. 

H. C. Riddle will have an exten.slve string this 
winter at New Orleans. At present he has mily 
seven horses here, but sixteen horses owned by Bob 
Tucker are awaiting shipment from Memphis, and 
twelve more will be sent from New York to Join 
the stable. 

V, Gilbert has refused an offer of $2,000 for the 
contract he holds on Jockey P. Hildebrand’s services. 
\V. F. Lewis will have charge of the horses that 
will be raced lii tbe name of G. Holle this winter 
at the Crewent City tracks.
